Prays for Dead Mate, Composes Music 


Velma West, Spouse-Slayer of 20's, 
Still In Reformatory After 30 Years

' MARYSVILLE, 
Ohio 
— It 
was the age of the wise-cracking 
flapper 
when Thomas 
Edward 
West 
brought 
his 
young 
and 
strikingly beautiful bride home to 
the tiny town of Perry, Lake Coun­ 
ty, late in the Roaring Twenties, 
The young folk of that time, re­ 
ferred to later as the “lost gen­ 
eration,M were singing and hum­ 
ming “Yes, Sir, that’s my Baby” 
and “Charley, My Boy.” Charles­ 
ton dance contests were sweeping 
the country. Speakeasies flourish­ 
ed and many families made home 
brew in their basements. 
Flappers 
ware their dresses 
above their knees and rolled their 
hose below. They smoked cigaret­ 
tes and drank bootleg whisky. Out- 
landishly large hats covered bob­ 
bed hair. 


VELMA'S SECOND MARRIAGE 
Such a girl was the 21-year-old 
bride, Velma, a girl from the big 
city of Cleveland whom Ed est 
took home to Perry where he 
worked in his family’s nursery 
business. It was Velma’s second 
marriage—the first lasted only a 
few months—and there were quar­ 
rels. 
“I had dancing feet,” she recall­ 
ed today. “I was a 12 o’clock girl 
in a 9 o’clock town. I had very 
modern ideas for then.” 
That marriage did not last long, 
either. The 26-year-old nurseryman 
was beaten to death with a claw 
hammer in the crime snsation of 
that day. Velma is serving a life 
sentence at the Ohio Reformatory 
for Women here for the slaying.

ARGUMENT LED TO SLAYING 
What led to the slaying, she said, 
was an argument over who could 
use the family car. Some friends 
in Cleveland had invited her to 
a bridge party, and she bad in­ 
tended to stay all night in the big 
city. 
Before that, her husband had 
said she could drive to Cleveland. 
But when she was dressing to at­ 
tend the party, he came upstairs 
and said he had changed his mind. 
‘He was in a nasty mood and 
one argument led to another,” she 
said. “So many different things 
come up and we came to blows.” 
Velma said she tried to protect 
herself. “I just went crazy.” Then 
she attended the party. 
But try to get anyone to be­ 
lieve that,” she commented. 
That happened more than 30 
years ago which means she has 
spent more time behind prison 
walls than in freedom. She did 
have a brief taste of life outside 
the reformatory when she escaped 
one rainy night in June of 1939 
for one little adventure. But upon 
her capture in Dalas, Tex., after 
five weeks of freedom, she said 
it was not worth it. 
What is Velma like today? 
“I have changed,” she says 
quietly. “I have become a Catho­ 
lic since coming here. It came on 
me over the years. Don’t think I 
jumped into this over night. 
After I had been here one year 
I tried to kill myself. It didn’t 
work. I was just despondent,” she 
6aid. 
“It may sound corny but this is 
true. 
We pray more for others 
than ourselves. I committed a 
crime, took another human life. 
Regardless of whether you’re justi­ 
fied, you just don’t do that. Every 
time I say Communion it is for 
my husband. If his soul can’t be 
saved, I don’t want mine to be 
saved. I pray for him every day. 
It is my belief God has let me 
live this long to let me do that.” 
Miss Martha E. Wheeler, refor­ 
matory superintendent, quoted doc­ 
tors as saying Velma has lived on 
borrowed time for five years. She 
has a heart condition and once 


BEGAN COMPOSING MUSIC 
When her health broke Velma 
was encouraged by a reformatory 
drama instructor to compose mu­ 
sic. When a child Velma took 
piano lessons for four years, but 
never liked it. 
“I tried it aikh found the songs 
came about quite by accident,’’ 
she said. 
‘I was surprised that 
I could compose words and music 
at the same time. When one comes 
the other comes with it.” 
During the last 10 years she has 
written the words and music for 
134 popular songs, many of the 
ballad type, and 16 sacred songs 
Until recently she wrote the songs 
on scraps of paper she and her 
friends found, hammering out the 
tunes on a white-enameled upright 
piano in a corridor. Now she has 
regular music manuscript paper 
and a music writing pencil. 
She spends an hour a day with 
her music and, if her health per­ 
mitted, she would like to teach 
basic music at the reformatory. 
Some of her sacred songs have 
been played during church serv­ 
ices. 
Some Of Ballad Types 
Some of the songs are of thi 
ballad type, like the first she 
wrote, “The Four Walls,” which 
she calls the ballad of a lifer. The 
words give her outook: 
“Take this warning one and all, 
take it ’fore you stray, 
• 
“Down the Devil’s crooked road, 
there’s a price you’ll have to pay. 
“Is it worth the heartache and 
the sorrow, you bring yourself 
and loved ones on the dark to­ 
morrow?”

“The four walls, the 
blue sky above me. Oh what I 
would give just to see a flowing 
river or a stately tree. But there’s 
four walls, the blue sky and me. 
There are some who com and 
go, but they never know, that for 
some just like me, it’s eternity.

Those who have heard 
Velma play them say they sound 
as catchy as many songs they 
hear on their radios. 
Likes ‘My Secret Dream 
Which does she like best her­ 
self? She likes them all but leans

“I have a little dream,” she con­ 
fided. “It is that if the songs are 
worthwhile that some of the bet­ 
ter ones be publishedin a folio. 
If there is any profit, I would like 
to donate it to the recreation fund 
of the girls at this institution.” 
This meets with the wholeheart­ 
ed at her case in 1933 and decided 
commented: 
“If there are any worth publish­ 
ing, I would like to see that hap­ 
pen so that talent will be recog­ 
nized. Someone who knows music 
should hear her songs.” 
As Velma works on her songs 
she someimes thinks of the fu­ 
ture. It looks bleak. The Ohio Par­ 
don and Parole Commission look­ 
ed at her case in 193 and decided 
to consider it again in five years. 
But in 1934 the commission con­ 
tinued the case for life. The case 
could be reopened again. 
While Velma says she would 
like freedom, she adds she is re­ 
signed to spending the rest of her 
days at the reformatory.

health I would be a hardship for 
them,” she says. She gets letters 
from her relatives, who visit her 
once or twice a year.

We are living in an era when 
not only the wealthy and the ec­ 
centric are converting their cash 
into collectors’ items such as paint­ 
ings, rare books, coins, jewels, 
antiques, porcelains and stamps, 
but middle-income people also are.

When the second-ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Sen. 
Fulbright of Arkansas, attacked the Eisen­ 
hower administration for an “inadequate, 
outmoded and misdirected” foreign policy in 
a major speech last Wednesday, it was the 
warmup for a great debate. 
It meant the majority party in the Senate 
was abandoning the myth that it had no 
quarrel with the administration in the field 
of foreign policy — a myth that had been 
strained to the cracking point by interven­ 
tion in Lebanon. Not only Democrats but 
Republicans in and out of the Senate have 
become convinced there must be some high­ 
er destiny for America than to wait for the 
next flick of adversity, then to point accusing­ 
ly at Moscow. 
Not all the mischief in the 20th century 
has ben generated in Moscow. Nor has all 
the mischief in the Middle East ben gen­ 
erated in Cairo. “Let something go wrong, 
whether it be in China or Nigeria,” accused 
Sen. Fulbright, “and we have had a ready 
answer. The Soviet Union was behind it. . . 
If there is a single factor which more than 
any other explains the prednen ctihw hicm 
any other explains the predicament in which 
we now find ourselves, it is our readiness 
to use the spectre of Soviet Communism as 
a cloak for the failure of our own leader* 
ship.” 
The Senate will be only one forum for 
debate that no longer can be put off. In the 


United States, foreign policy must reflect 
what tile people want; they will be partici­ 
pants. too. 
Their point of view will be influenced pow­ 
erfully by two facts now in the forefront of 
their attention: 
I. Everything that has been done diploma­ 
tically since U.S. intervention in Lebanon 
ben done with a view to mitigating 
what had been done before, under U.S. policy 
that mistakenly blamed Communism for what 
now is officially recognized as justifiable dis­ 
satisfaction with politicians who could 
not 
command confidence. 
' 
2 . The net effect of this turnabout has 
been to make it clear to non-Americans, 
though it has not been realized by Ameri­ 
cans, that U.S. policy in the Middle Easthas 
undergone revision; that Robert Murphy, the 
presidential envoy, is striving with might and 
main to undo a wrong-headed policy that 
collapsed with intervention in Lebanon. 
Communism is to be blamed for many 
foreign policy problems, no doubt about it. 
Rut blaming Communism does not constitute 
a foreign policy. It is like blaming the com­ 
petition, or the weather, or bad luck for 
failure, when others have succeeded in spite 
of the same handicaps. 
The purpose of a foreign policy debate 
would be to assert the determination of the 
United States to beat Communism to the 
punch, instead of recoiling from Commun­ 
ism's punches. 


Ou r Best F rien ds W ill T ell Us 


Ifs a safe bet there will be a summit con­ 
ference for the New World before the year 
is over. The wide-ranging John Foster Dulles 
•went to Brazil for a quick look-see at the 
best friend the United States has in Latin 
America. 
He arrived ai the moment that the dual 
beads of the international Communist con­ 
spiracy were issuing a statement from Pei­ 
ping that they were keeping an eye on de­ 
velopments among potential converts among 
the have-nots of this hemisphere, too. 
Premier Khrushchev and his full partner 
in China, Mao Tze-tung, could be thinking 
particularly about the have-nots in Brazil, 
most highly industrialized country in Latin 
America, where capitalism has been flour­ 
ishing side by side with urban factory work­ 
ers and rural agricultural workers strug­ 
gling to find enough to eat. It has not 
found the secret of economy distribution. 
Brazil, moreover, has been suffering from 
runaway inflation; its cost of living has 
doubled since 1953. It neds not only the 
kind of add it has been getting from the 
United States — upward of a half billion 
in grants and aid and far more than a bil­ 
lion in private investment — but the kind 
of advice that will show it how to give its 
have-nots hope for the future. 
Brazil’s president, Juscelino Kutibschek, 
has been asking for a ‘summit” conference 
with the United States since last spring. 
Every Latin American government would like 
a summit conference, because all of them 
share th e problem of how to give their have­ 
nots hope for the future. If they fail, there 
will be no lack of Communist agitators to 
whoop up dissatisfaction with the present. 
It may be obvious to all defenders and 
beneficiaries of capitalism that Communist 
agitators cannot deliver the goods, but it is 
not obvious to capitalism’s opponents and 
critics — and their dissatisfaction is the fer­ 
tile soil of Communist revolution. 
Secretary Dulles went to Brazil at this

When the Iraqi radio blared the 
news of Hie Julv 14 military coup, 
a

Rascnid Ali Xiliany’s impatient 
vigil had lasted 17 years — most 
of them as an “elder statesman” 
among Cairo’s strange assortment 
of exiles and rebe’s from North 
Africa, the Arab Middle East and 
Black Africa. 
Sometimes they are called the 
“ high priests of Nasserisrr.,”

stirs new hope in their assorted 
offices and villas that the next 
uprising will send them home in 
triumph. 
Cairo’s exiles are young and old, 
rich and poor—each with a dif­ 
ferent story.

A margin account under Fede­ 
ral Reserve Board rules is one in 
which the trader puts up 70 per 
cent of the purchase price of 
stocks and borrows the other 30 
per cent from his broker.

day in primary elections in New! 
Yolk and Arkansas. Farther west,] 
in Idaho, a primary featured a 
candidate for governor who wants 
legalized gambling. 
The New York primary was held 
in Harlem itself. Hen. Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell was challenged for the 
Democratic 
nomination for 
his 
House seat by another Negro, 
City Councilman Earl Brown. 
The contest is only one of 52 
primaries for congressional and 
State Legislature nominations, in 
New York state. But politicians 
regard it as a possible gauge of 
Negro political sentiment in the 
nation. 
It is the attiude towards the 
race question by the two candi­ 
dates that makes the issue con­ 
siderably more than purely local. 
Powell has gone all out. He has 
called Brown a “hand-picked Un- 
ce Tom’’—a Negro phrase for 
members of their race considered 
subservient to whites. 
For his part. Brown has accused 
Powell of rabble rousing racism 
and “treason to the Democratic 
party.” 
Most observers think Powell will 
win. He already has the Repub­ 
lican nomination. What politicians 
will be studying will be the vic­ 
tory margin. 
In Arkansan where Gov. Orval 
Faubus won an overwhelming pri­ 
mary victory July 29, the race 
issue has been raised in contests 


for nominations of two State Su 
preme Court justices. 
As rn the case of Faubus, the i 
big question is integration of pub­ 
lic schools. 
Atty. Jim Johnson, organizer of 
Arkansas’ first Citizens Council, a 
segregationist group, is trying to 
unseat Justice Minor Millwee. 
J o h n s o n 
calls 
Millwee a 
“flunky” for liberals. Johnson 
says there ought to be a state 
constitutional amendment to force 
the closure of a public school or- 
deied to integrate. 
The other

Court contest is between Griffin 
Smith Jr. and Justice Ed F. Mc- 
Faddin. Smith objects to a dis­ 
senting opinion by McFaddin to a 
court ruling that man arrested 
during anti-integratio demonstra­ 
tions could not be prosecuted. 
The Idaho man plumping for 
legalized gambling is State Sen.
